coupling the handheld device to a server and transfening patient infoimation 
specific to the physician and billing codes and associated guidelines specific to die 
physician to the handheld device;

displaying a patient lista£mu|tiijlejiatigaB specific to the physician. Jfee. 
list displaying patient locations in the hospital, and displaying an indication of 
whether each patient has been seen that day, die patient list being sorted by dte 
patient locadons In the ho^ntal; 

displaying patient demographic infoimation on a screen of the handheld 

device; 

displayii^ billing infonnation for indrvidual patients on die screen of the 
handheld processing device; 

entwing patient and billing code infiiimati(Hi for a patient (mce the patient 
has been examined; and 

displaying guidelines associated with the billing codes; and 

coupling the handheld device to the server and outputting patient and billing code 
data to the server for distributing tfie billing code data to information systems for iiirther 
processing to genoate medical bills. 

25. (previously presented) The method of ctoim 24 further comprising displaying a list of 
stock phrases specific to the physician for selection by the physician in entering notes.

a communication inter&ee to intermittently communicate \¥ith an interface device 
for transfening patient, billing and guideline information specific to the physician 
between the handheld processing device and a server. 

27. (previously preseiiUMi) The device ofclaim 26 wherein the user intcrfeceend)!^ 
physician to displ^ billing code and diagnosis menus specific to the physician.

physician to disphiy a list of stock phrases specific to tite physician for selection by dxs 
physician in entering notes. 

30. (previously presented) The device of claim 26 wherein (he user mter^ flags billing 

code changes to warn the physician to check new guidelines associated witii the billing 
codes. 
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
